Dr. Leyds, as my photograph shows, does 
not look a day over thirty-eight years, and impresses one on 
the whole with being of a diffident if not bashful disposition. 
It was only after the conversation between us had lasted 
several minutes, during which time I myself did most of the 
talking, that he warmed up a little to the subject under dis- 
cussion and delivered himself of the following exposé. It was 
in answer to the question whether in the long run the Boers, 
f vanquished, would not prefer to emigrate en masse into 
German territory (Damaraland) than to lay down their arms 
and surrender to the British. 

“The eventuality you refer to,’’ exclaimed the Doctor, ‘‘is 
so utterly remote as to be outside of the pule of discussion. 
The Boers will never be vanquished by the British to the ex- 
tent of having to choose between those alternatives. You as an 
American citizen will perhaps appreciate the comparison I am 
going to make between the Cubans and the Boers. At the 
time the United States declared war against Spain, the Cuban 
guerilla forces aggregated fully thirty thousand men, I believe, 
which, allowing for losses, would justify the conclusion that 
the figure was originally nearly fifty thousand. This, then, 
was the army that for three years had defied all the power 
of Spain and had held its own more or less well against 
two hundred thousand regulars, Let us assume that the 
United States had not intervened at all. Is it not reasonable 
to suppose that Maximo Gomez and his men could have con- 
tinued their guerilla war indefinitely, wearing out and using 
up the badly acclimated Spaniards? Is it not probable that at 
this very moment the Mausers would be sowing death in the 
ranks of the fresh levies from old Spain?

It is to these ideas that any one concerned 
with a living ‘good taste” will defer, but he 
will not be alarmed or unhappy if the nu- 
merically larger party who by no means think 
sv, but who, indeed, aghast at the emancipa- 
tion of such ideas, have rushed for safety to 
reactionary extremes of reticence and hypocrisy 
—if such assail him with irrelevant nouns of 
abuse, which but rebound upon those—rele- 
vant nouns—who use them. 

If he is true to himself he will wish for 
nothing better than such -decisive dissociation 
of his name by the lips of those who still hold 
to ideals of antique brutality and uncleanness. 

It is obvious that if such a book, written 
by one who professes that progressive ‘‘good 
taste,’? should fall into the hands of a re- 
viewer who holds to a reactionary 
taste,’’ the chances of the book being con- 
sidered as literature are small. Nor, perhaps, 
is it necessarily the reviewer’s duty so to 
consider the book as literature. Its impor- 
tance as a danger to those ideals of morality 
sacred to the reviewer may seem such that he 
feels it his duty to attack it uncompromisingly 
in that character. One will not object to that 
if the man’s honest. But if, on the other 
hand, the man’s a liar, if he wilfully misrepre- 
sents the book by an exhibition of dead quo- 
tations—quotations whose life and character 
have gone with the atmosphere in which they 
were created to breathe, and which now 
merely stink in the putrefying air of the re- 
viewer’s own mind—what then? Well, noth- 
ing then. The thing is a low personal assault, 
a criminal defamation of literary character,
